For the better quicting the Poſt-Maſter-Genenl in the execution of his Office, and for 


his future encourapement therein.

I Þereas by Our Letters patents under Our Gꝛeat Seal of England, bearing date the 
I CRISS; fourteenth day of Auguk,, in the Twelfth year of our Reign, We did conſtitute and 
a appoint Henry Biſhop Eſq; Dur Polt-Balter ; which ſaid Letters Patents habe ſince | 
deen ſurrendzed to Us, and We habe thought fit by other Dur Letters Patents 
under Dur Gzeat Heal of England, to conſtitute and appoint Dur Truſty and 
WE Welbeloved Daniel Oneale Eſq; oneof the Goms of Dur Bed-Chamber, Dur Poſt⸗ 
Ss Walter-General, to perfozm andexecute all and every the Powers and Authoꝛities 
" inthe Act of Parliament foꝛ Erecting and Eſtabliſhing the Dffice of Poſt-Baſlter- 
nd contained: And whereas We are infoꝑmed, That notwithſtanding Our foꝛmer 
P2oclamations touching the execution of the ſaid Poſt-Office, many inconveniences have happened to 
many of Dur lobing Subjects, and to the great damage of the Publick Peace of Our Realms, by the Car- 
riage of both Fozeign and Inland Letters by common Carriers, and others not Authoꝛized by the ſaid 
Act, no2 Licenſed by Dur Poſt-Baſter-General, whereby many of Our loving Subjects are delayed 
and diſappointed of their Cozreſpondency, and the ſame map be a great means of leſſening the Revenue 
of Dur ſaid Dffice, and may tend to the pꝛomoting ſeditious deſigns, to the diſturbance of the Peace of 
Dur Realms, Foz pzevention whereof, and the better quieting and encouraging of Dur ſaid Poſt- 
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Maſter⸗General in the exetution of his Dfice, and the due payment of his Kent, UWe have thought fit by 
this Our P2oclamation, further to advertiſe all and ſingular Dur good Subjects of their Duties, which 
is alſo expꝛeſſed and declared in the ſaid Act of Parliament, That they are not to Carry oꝛ Re-carry any 
Letters with Speed, oꝛ by Poſt, and deliver the ſame foꝛ hire within any of Dur Dominions, oz to oz 
from any parts beyond the Seas, without the Licenſe of Dur ſaid Poſt⸗Maſter⸗ General, and require 


all due obedience thereunto acco2dingly. And Ule do alſo ſtrittly pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all and ſingular per⸗ 


ſon and perſons whatſoever, other then the ſaid Daniel Oneale, Hig Deputies, Servants oꝛ Alligns, di- 
rectly oꝛ indirectly to do, execute, perfozm o2 intrude themſelves to have any employment in oꝛ about any 
thing which ought to be done by him the ſaid Daniel Oneale, his Deputies, Servants oꝛ Alligns, without 
the laid Daniel Oneale Hig Deputation, Licenſe. oꝛ Allowance, upon pain of Dur Diſpleaſure, and ſuch 
other Penalty as may be inflicted upon the Offenders fo2 contempt of this Dur Royal Commandment, 
and of the ſaid Act of Parliament. And that the ſaid Daniel Oneale, his Deputies, Servants, and Alligns 
may the better attend the Service and Duty of the ſaid Dffice-of Poſt-PBaſter-General, We do hereby 
further declare Dur Royal Will and Pleaſure to be, That the ſaid Daniel Oncale, his Deputies, Servants 
and Alligns, ſhall be from hentefoꝛth freed, erempted and diſcharged of and from ſerving upon all Ju⸗ 
- ries, Inqueſts, Muſters, o2 any other Publick Employments oꝛ Attendances that may any way impede, 


retard oꝛ pꝛejudite the execution of his oꝛ their Duty andService in the laid Dffice; and that he and they 


ſhall have and enjoy all ſuch Pꝛiviledges as have been fozmerly granted by any of Dur Nopal Anteſtoꝛs 


unto the Maſters of their Poſts, and Servants. And We do further expꝛelly Clill and Command by theſe - 


Pꝛeſents, all Bayozs, Sheriffs, Juſtices of Peace, Conſtables, Bayliffs, all Searchers of Dur Pozts, 
and all other of Dur Officers and Binilters whereſoever within their ſeveral Juriſdictions and Dffices, 
from time to time to make diligent ſearch foz all Mayls and Bougets in any Ship oꝛ Ueffel, and other Car- 
riages, of all ſuch Difallowed and Unlicenſed Carriers and Mellengers, oꝛ other ſuſpetted perſons carry- 
ing Pacquets oz Letters from place to plate within Dur ſaid Realms and Dominions, oz coming in, oz 
going out of the Realm, to oꝛ from any other Kingdoms oꝛ Countreys, contrary to the Tenoꝛ of the ſaid 
. Act of Parliament, and the Rights and Paiviledges of the Poſt-WPaſter-General therein declared and 

eſtabliſhed; and to ſeize all andevery fuch Mayls and Pacquets of Letters which ſhall be found in the 
hands ofperſons not having lawful Warrant oꝛ Authozity from Our Poſt-Paſter-General foꝛ the time 
being to carry the ſame : And to carry the ſaid Payls oꝛ Pacquets of Letters to Dur General Poſt-Office 


in London, 92 to the Deputy of Our ſaid Poſt Maſter⸗General, in any part oꝛ place where the ſame ſhall 


be ſeized, to the end that they may be diſpoſed with all ſpeed foꝛ the benefit of all ſuch Dur loving Sub- 
jects as are concerned therein. And We do hereby alſo ſtraitlp Charge and Command, That all 
Poſt-Baſters within all Dur Realms and Dominions, and all others relating to the ſaid Poſt-Office, 
. ſhall within Six Moneths next after the date hereof, obtain under the Hand and Seal of the Biſhop 
o2 D2dinary of the Dioceſe wherein the ſame Poſt-Paſters, o2 other perſons relating to the ſaid Ottice 


do libe, and deliver, o2 cauſe the ſame to be delivered to Dur ſaid poſt⸗Maſter⸗General oz his Deputy 
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in the Office afoꝛeſaid, a Certificate that he is Contoꝛ nable to the Diſcipline of the Church of England, up- 
on —— of being put out and diſcharged of his Employment and Charge. And We do further Charge 
and Command, That no Poſt⸗Maſters oꝛ other Dfficers that ſhall beemployed in the conveying of 
Letters, oꝛ diſtributing of theſame, oꝛ any other perſon oꝛ perſons of what quality oz condition foeber 
they be, except by the immediate Warrant of Dur Pzincipal Secretaries of State, ſhall pzeſume to open 
any Letters o2 Patquets not directed unto themſelves, o2 that they oꝛ any other perſons whatſoever do 
ſtop any Mayl in the Paſſage to o2 from London, oz any other plate whither the ſame is conſigned and di- 
rected, but ſhall truly and taithfully deliver the ſame without any opening, concealing, oz retarding the 
delivery thereof, upon pain of Dur high Dilpleaſure, and fuch other Penalties and Fozkeitures as 
may be inflictedupon the Dffenders herein. And We do hereby Will and Command, that the Names

of ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons as ſhall pꝛeſume to act oꝛ do any thing contrary to Dur Will and Pleaſure 


herein befoze Declared, be immediately certified, with the places ot their abode, to Dur Pzincipal Se- 
cretaries of State, o2 one of them, to the end they may be pꝛoteeded againſt and puniſhed accozding to 
their demerits. | |
